windows, except that|thcre is brick work 
at each ccrner. This will be a yellow 
Roman buck. 
The dome is to be of tin 


01 copperand has small arched windows. 
At each of the foui corners outside is a 
drinking fountain. The toilet rooms 
suggested are left out of the plans en- 
tirely. The windows aio so airanged 
that they can be Lhiown up out of the 
way. 
That makes the whole building a 


paviliou. It will be so arranged for band 
concerts, the band taking the center of 
the main and only floor inside, tho seats 
being placed on the outside for the time. 
The committee considered that :m ad- 
vantage, as if the band wci& placed on 
the top of the house it would be neces- 
sary for the people tohetir to stand some 
distance from tho house. As it is now 
oil can stand close to the house. 


The sketch submitted and accepted 


was put in a fiamc today. It can be 
seen in the window at Chc.ip Charley's 
store. W. F. Busher and Mr. Bachiach 
weie appointed a committee to solicit 
subscriptions fiom business men and 
citizens towards tho house.

Money 
Fraudulently 
Obtained— 


Criminal Proceedings Against 


Fraker and His Abetters. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. 
4.—Dr. 


George \V Ifialter, the insurance swin- 
dler, arrived in Kansas City at 5:50 
o'clock last evening, in custody of his 
captors, and was at. once placed in 
the jail of Jackson county 
He was 


met at the depot by the sheriff of Kay 
county, who placed him under arrest 
on five charges of attempt to defraud 
and obtaining money under false^pre- 
tenses. 


It wan in Ray county that Dr. Fraker 


pretended to fall into tue/ river and 
drown, and as that act was the princi- 
pal one in a series to defraud the in- 
burance companies, he will be prose- 
cuted there. If he is fou'hcl' guilty on 
each of the five charges made against 
him, he may be sent to prison for thir- 
ty-five years—seven years on each 
charge. 


At the same time that criminal pros-
